“That’s horse racing. I just hope we 
get another chance.” said James Fitz- 
simmons after Nashua was trounced by 
Sailor in the $100,000 Gulfstream Park 
Handicap, a contest which the bettors had 
figured would make Nashua the world’s 
biggest money-winning horse. Nashua 
finished fifth in the Gulfstream, 7 lengths 
behind the winner. Brookmeade Stable’s 
Sailor. Second was the Appleton Handi- 
cap winner Mielleux (wearing blinkers in 
the cover picture). Third on the inside 
was Alfred Vanderbilt’s Find, and fourth 
was Samuel Tufano’s Wise Margin.

NEWS OR NOT 


Let the Old Order Stand 


When Delaware Park last year complet- 
ed its poll to determine the “10 greatest 
American race mares” it promised an 
annual survey of the American Trainers 
Association to determine if new names 
should be added to the ranking. The 
trainers last year had selected Gallorette, 
Twilight Tear, Regret. Top Flight, Miss 
Woodford, Busher. Beldame, Princess 
Doreen. Bewitch, and Imp, in that order. 

According to a tabulation recently sent 
us by Delaware Park, the trainers this 
year were content to allow the old ranking 
to stand. Of 124 who responded to a 
questionnaire, 98 voted against replacing 
any of the old names with new ones. 
Twenty-six thought that 4 new names 
should be added: 12 voted for Parlo, 12 
for Misty Morn, and one each for High 
Voltage and Miz Clementine. We might 
say that the votes given High Voltage and 
Miz Clementine did not come from their 
trainers. 

The trainers also were asked their 
opinion as to the best filly or mare of 
1955, and the voting went like this: Misty 
Morn, 59; Parlo, 48; High Voltage, 11; 
Searching. 2; Miz Clementine and Nasrina, 
one each, and 2 trainers did not vote. 


Bumpdedo 


A friend of ours, Howard B. Mahan, of 
Prospect. Ky.. forwarded a clipping from 
a business magazine called Cycles, which 
identifies itself as “the official bulletin of 
the Foundation for the Study of Cycles.” 
The clipping was part of a chatty letter 
from Ned Dewey, director of Cycles, who 
though it might be interesting to subscrib- 
ers to know the best and surest way to 
tell the age of a horse. Said Mr. Dewey: 


My father was quite a horse trader. I remember 
he once traded horses with old Phillip Hillwig. 
Phillip was a pretty good horse trader himself. 
Phillip was good at trading anything. . . . I 
don’t remember what kind of an old nag Phillip 
passed off on Dad, but I do remember that the 
nag Dad passed off on Phillip curled up his toes 
and died on a bridge a quarter of a mile from 
our barn as Phillip was leading him home. 


Now in horse trading it is helpful to know how 
old the horse is. Some people look at the teeth. 
but you can’t always tell this way. Ill give you 
a sure fire method. It’s a secret known to very 
few. I once revealed it to a friend of mine from 
Kentucky. He had never heard of the method. 
He could not find anyone in Kentucky who had 
either. This amazed him. He thought Kentucky 
folks knew everything about horses. 


Well, here’s the secret: For each five years of 
age a bump will grow on the left side of the 
horse’s neck. The bumps are about 1” or 144” in 
diameter; about 7/3” thick. The first one is some- 
what back of the ear. It matures when the horse 
is five. Then the second one starts about three 
inches down toward the shoulder. You can’t see 
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them. You have to feel them. <A twelve year 
old horse will have two bumps and nearly half of 
another one. 

I once went through a whole stable belonging 
to one of our members who lives near Wilmington. 
Delaware. He sa‘d I was right in every instance 
but one. As for that one, he did not know the 
age himself, so I may have been right there too... . 


Education 


The failure of American education to 
instruct the young in the history, mathe- 
matics, physiology, psychology. and geo- 
graphy of horse-playing is well enough 
known, but rarely brought to mind. A 
recent survey of 14 college students show- 
ed that zero per cent of them knew how 
to calculate the pay-off in a mutuel pool, 
and only 7 guessed right on the question: 
“A wins at 1 to 2; B wins at 2 to 1. 
Which provides the more help in getting 
you even on the day?” 

A move to chink up this void in educa- 
tional procedure appears to have been 
undertaken by the editors of the Weekly 
Reader. “Cinders” Baldwin, of Boyce, Va., 
reports that the Reader for the eighth 
form allowed space for the following moral 
tale: 


BAD LOSER. How come you got that old nag 
to win? Her odds are a hundred to one. 
JOCKEY. Very simple. I just whispered in her 
ear— 
Roses are red, violets are blue, 
Horses that lose are made into glue. 


Perhaps a horse-player has been made 
a member of the board of editors of the 
Weekly Reader. If so, we may look for a 
more enlightened public at the races, and 
fewer young women will advise us that if 
we hired a good dermatologist we wouldn’t 
have to keep scratching our horses all the 
time. 


*Rico Monte's Lark 


The Iroquois Hunt. whose headquarters 
are near Lexington and nearer the Ken- 
tucky river. has an annual point-to-point 
meeting which this year comes on Satur- 
day.

19, the feast day of St. Joseph. This year. 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ 6-year-old gelding 
arrived in time to spread a little joy on 
St. Paddy’s Day, and the president of the 
Hibernian Society of Baltimore. who wears 
the incongruous name of Voelkel, was 
there to greet him.

It was a happy homecoming for those 
who recalled Joe’s affinity for Bowie’s 
racing strip. His victory in the Southern 
Maryland Handicap on March 17 was his 
fourth stakes success at the local course 
in as many seasons. As a 3-year-old, the 
Stymie—Moon Maiden gelding, named for 
the groom who had rubbed his sire and 
dam, won a division of the now forgotten 
Fort McHenry Handicap. <A year later he 
returned to establish a new track record 
in the inaugural of the John B. Campbell 
Memorial Handicap. Last season he 
hustled home in front of Abbezac to win 
( the Bowie Handicap. 

Despite Joe’s splendid record at Bowie. 
a majority of fans backed G. S. Colella’s 
Switch On into 8-to:5 favoritism. probably 
on the strength of his 2 decisions over their 
old friend and native son. Social Outeast. 


Whether due to unpleasant memories of 
| congested traffic conditions on the first 
Saturday of the meeting. or the conflict 
with Baltimore’s first St. Patrick’s Day 
parade in 46 years. some 8.000 fewer fans 
came out for the Southern Maryland than 
had been on hand for the Miss Maryland 
| Stakes a week earlier. Though only a 
single favorite was successful, the crowd 
of 18.082 wagered a highly respectable 
$1.245.865 on the 8-race program. 


A bumper crop of 17 horses was entered 
for the 7-furlong. $15,000-added Southern 
Maryland. A decision to split the race 
was withheld until scratch time, when the 
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withdrawal of Do Report, War Tune, and 
Alibhai Lashes made this unnecessary. 
Three others were declared before the field 
went postward. 

The strip froze during the night when 
the temperature dipped to a low of 18 
degrees. and track superintendent Marty 
Meyer had to call in state-road equipment 
to scarify the course. A long night’s toil 
and a morning sun finally thawed it out. 
Chart maker Palmer Heagerty termed the 
track “muddy” for the first 3 races, “slow” 
for the fourth and fifth. and “good” after 
Joe Jones stepped the 7 furlongs in 1:23%5, 
only a second off the course standard. 

Carrying 116 pounds, Joe Jones was 
much the best at the weights. Running 
in his accustomed style, he was allowed to 
lag while Weal or Woe, Golden Admiral. 
and Ifabody contested the glib early pace. 
Tony DeSpirito. who is riding in splendid 
form just now. took the Jacobs gelding to 
the outside on the final turn to gobble up 
his opposition and assume command a 
furlong from home. He was 114 lengths 
in front when he passed under the wire. 

W. H. Bishop’s Golden Admiral, beaten 
only a neck for first money in the Burch 
Memorial Handicap on opening day. turn- 
ed in another creditable effort to finish 
second after being in contention through- 
out. 

Switch On. hero of the McLennan. Palm 
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Hirscu JAcoss 


Hendicaps in Florida. got third after be- 
ing delayed en route. He appeared to be 
in close quarters going into the far turn 
and, while his race was disappointing to 
the chalk players (who are having a rough 
time of it here). he cannot be dismissed 
lightly from future considerations. Dapper 
Johnny Nerud, who plucked the Condi- 
ment gelding from the claiming ranks for 
$5.000 as a 2-year-old, was philosophic 
akout his charge’s performance, saying 
that Switch On never before had showed 
he could handle 126 pounds successfully. 
Nerud intimated that the gelding was not 
quite as sharp now as he was at Tropical 
or Hialeah. 

Asked if Switch On might have drifted 
a little during recent weeks, Nerud 
said that had been his belief until regular 
jockey Bobby Ussery professed otherwise. 


Nerud was not at all sure that the track 
could be whipped into a fit condition to 
race atter being frozen only hours before. 
and on the morning of the feature he had 
called owner G. S. Colella to advise him 
not to make the trip to see Switch On run. 

The Colella gelding. like Joe Jones, is 
pointing for the Campbell. and it seems 
that his trip in the Southern Maryland 
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Sailor, Willie Hartack up, stands in the winner’s circle at Gulfstream Park after 
his victory over Nashua and 5 others in the Gulfstream Park Handicap. 


will stand him in good stead, in more 
ways than one. 


Times’ve Changed 


Hirsch Jacobs came to Bowie with 30 
horses and some rather pointed observa- 
tions on California racing: 

“It’s like I told Jimmy Kilroe, the east- 
ern horses got all the weight and the west- 
ern ones got all the money. They've got 
some pretty damn good horses in Cali- 
fornia, and if anybody doesn’t think so, 
just let him take some horses out there 
and see for himself. It used to be that a 
good eastern horse could go out there, take 
his weight, and beat the California runners. 
It’s different now.” 

The little redhead. who won 11 national 
training championships in the years 1933- 
1944, halted Joe Jones’ circuitous route of 
barn 5, stooped to feel his ankles, and 
then confessed that he may have rushed 
the gelding a bit in California. 

“He won 1 of 5 starts out there, but 
couldn't beat the good ones. He’s just 
coming to himself now. I painted his left 
front ankle last summer after it had given 
him some trouble and, while he trained 
well at Santa Anita, he didn’t respond the 
way he is doing now. He comes off the 
track jumping and playing here, and I 
know he’s ready.” 

Jacobs hopes to have his good filly 
Searching ready for the Barbara Frietchie 
Handicap here on March 31. The daughter 
of War Admiral—Big Hurry and sister to 
the stakes winners Great Captain and The 
Admiral, was purchased by Jacobs for 
$15.000 last June and then proceded to 
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win 12 races—including the Gallorette 
Stakes and a division of the Vagrancy 
Handicap—and about $80.000 for her new 
owners. 

Searching popped splint while in 
California and was fired. Her owner- 
trainer, citing the weights handed Mano- 
tick, said that maybe “it was just as well.” 


Christmas Package 


At a meeting held last week. the Mary- 
land Racing Commission announced a 
schedule allocating the 20 extra days for 
the 3 mile tracks and the 10 added days 
for the 5 half-milers which had been 
granted by the 1956 session of the state 
legislature. Neither the current meeting 
at Bowie nor Laurel’s fall session will be 
affected. The new slate reads:

Laurel—April 18-May 7 (17 days). 
Pimlico—May 8-June 2 (23 days). 

November 13-December 15 (29 days). 

Halj-Mile Tracks 

Hagerstown—August 15-August 28 (12 days).

Bel Air—September 26-October 9 (12 days). 
Marlboro—October 10-October 23 (12 days). 


Laurel’s spring meeting. originally sche- 
duled to close May 5, now extends through 


May 7. Pimlico’s May 9-26 term has been 
changed to May 8-June 2. and thus con- 


flicts with the first week at Delaware 
Park. 
Pimlico’s fall meeting was extended 


from December 1 to December 15. All 

3 mile tracks will share equally with the 

state in the profits from the extra days. 
The new schedule, agreed upon by 


Bowie. Laurel and Pimlico. was adopted 
in face of opposition from the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association and 
the American’ Trainers Association. 
Spokesmen for both groups denounced the 
plan because the conflict it created be- 
tween Pimlico and Delaware Park would 
work a hardship on horsemen. 


A merchant from the Pimlico area, who 
refused to identify herself, also opposed 
the new schedule. She complained that 
extension of Pimlico’s fall meeting would 
be detrimental to the best interests of 
community merchants during the Christ- 
mas season. Jor B. Hickey Jr. 


More Pimlico Stakes 


Seven stakes. 4 more than in 1955. will 
be offered at Pimlico’s 23-day spring 
meeting, which opens May 8. Louis Pond- 
field, Pimlico’s executive director, said the 
stakes program had been expanded _be- 
cause of the extension of the Pimlico 
spring meeting. Until the Maryland legis- 
lature authorized a 20-day extension of 
the major Maryland season, Pimlico had 
been scheduled to operate for 16 days. 

The stakes program is headed by the 
$100.000 Preakness. which will be run on 
May 19. Two of the other stakes. the 
Dixie Handicap and the Black Eyed Susan 
Stakes. were offered last year, and the 
other 4 races—the Baltimore Spring. 
Riggs. and Mr. Fitz Handicaps and the 
Pimlico Nursery Stakes — are new. The 
schedule:

Sailor's 2:0035, Nashua's 2:02 


The largest crowd in the 12-year history 
of Gulfstream Park—32,532—was on hand 
to watch Nashua try for the world’s money- 
winning record in the Gulfstream Park 
Handicap. The former Belair Stud runner. 
toting 129 pounds, didn’t produce, but the 
spectators still saw a sparkling horse race. 
Brookmeade Stable’s Sailor led throughout 
while recording the second-fastest time in 
the ll-year history of the race—2:00%5. 
four-fifths of a second slower than Coal- 
town’s time in 1949, 

Sailor ran his quarters in :23%5; :23%5; 
:2335; :2425; and :2484. Nashua complet- 
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ed the 10 furlongs in an estimated 2:02, 
running his last quarter in :25345. In the 
Widener Handicap on February 18. he had 
run the 114 miles in 2:02, with a last quar- 
ter in :2624. 

Willie Hartack after the race said his 
only worry had been his saddle, which 
slipped forward shortly after the start. 
Trainer Preston Burch explained that the 
saddle had not come loose. The colt’s 
shoulders are “oddly formed.” Burch said. 
and a saddle has a tendency to shift 
slightly during a race. It had before. In 
the winner's circle he added. “Sailor is 
the best horse we’ve ever had.” 

Eddie Arcaro had no excuses for Nashua. 
“It wasn’t bad luck or anything like that 
beat us.” he said. “That 129 pounds 
didn’t do him any good. You start giving 
away weight like that and you are going 
to get whipped—it’s got to happen some 
time.” 

Jim Fitzsimmons horse 


said, “That's 


racing. I just hope we get another chance.” 
Nashua’s fans. attempting to orient the 


sibility cannot be ruled out until further 
evidence is in. 

For the time being, the best explanation 
appeared to be Sailor. Nashua never had 
faced an opponent which turned in 5 suc- 
cessive quarters in :24%5 seconds or less. 
In the Kentucky Derby last year Swaps 
had run the last half-mile in :492, faster 
than any other front-running winner had 
done. Sailor got the last half-mile of the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap in a flat 49 
seconds. 


Three Other Races 


Three other races on the March 17 card 
were good enough to talk about. The 
Final Exam Purse. a 614-furlong allow- 
ance race for 3-year-olds. attracted 5 
Florida Derby candidates—Terrang, Like 
Magic. Reaping Right. Liberty Sun, and 
Solid Kid. One of the 3 which didn’t have 
Derby on his schedule was Decathlon, 
and the bettors made him a 1-2 favorite. 

Taking the lead at the start. Decathlon 
sped to a 3-length margin within 4 fur-

race with the colt’s high reputation. specu- 
lated at length on his failure. One hypo- 
thesis was that 129 pounds was too much 
weight. This failed to explain anything; 
Nashua was one of the sturdiest horses of 
recent years, and his 129 pounds was less 
than the lowest weight High Gun had car- 
ried in any handicap in 1955. 

Another guess was that Nashua had 
been “knocked out” by his hard race in 
the Widener, his first start of the year. 
Against this was the consideration that 
James Fitzsimmons knows, about as well 
as any trainer, when a horse is fit. 

There was speculation that Nashua had 
sulked, and Arcaro, who is the best quali- 
fied witness on the subject. indicated that 
this might have been the trouble. The pos- 
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longs. Through the stretch he lost ground 
gradually to Reaping Right, but not 
enough to keep him from winning by a neck. 
Reaping Right completely outclassed the 
other Derby entrants, beating Terrang by 
7 lengths, Liberty Sun and Like Magie by 
9, and Solid Kid by 20. Terrang, second 
for 4 furlongs, tired in the stretch, and the 
Florida-bred Massai took third from him 
in the last sixteenth. The Final Exam 
was the second start in the U. S. for the 
Puerto Rican champion Solid Kid, and 
it was his second below-par performance. 

Decathlon equaled the track record, 
running the distance in 1:1545. He now 
will move on to Bowie. where he is an 
early favorite for the $30.000 Gold Cup at 
6 furlongs on April 14. 


One race before the Final Exam, Impasse 
and Getthere Jack had engaged in a thrill- 
ing finish in the overnight Atlantic City 
Handicap, a 6-furlong event. Getthere 
Jack, only 3-year-old in the field, took the 
lead at the start and held it until the final 
20 yards, where Impasse charged to the 
front to win by a head. Behind the leaders 
were such good racers as First Aid, Duc 
de Fer, Nirgal Lad, Skipper Bill, and 
Hilarious. 

One of the longest races offered at the 
1956 Gulfstream meeting closed the Satur- 
day card. The 1%4-mile Endurance Handi- 
cap, restricted to horses which had started 
for a claiming price of $5,000 or less 
within the last 2 years, attracted 10 start- 
ers. Blacktype, an 8-year-old Market Wise 
gelding which had run over everyone in 
“distance” racing in New York last sum- 
mer, led all the way under good rating by 
jockey Walter Blum, and won by 214 
lengths. His time was 2:1524, trimming 
115 seconds from the track record set by 
Dauntless Bo 9 years ago. 


Wishful Watching 


Swaps was not ready for the Gulfstream 
Handicap. but patrons did get a look at 
Rex Ellsworth’s colt in a workout about 2 
hours before the big handicap. Ridden by 
Willie Shoemaker, Swaps went one-half 
mile in :4625. and galloped out an addi- 
tional furlong in :13. 

Ellsworth has said that Swaps would 
not start at Gulfstream, and that his 
present schedule did not call for any 
major races until the Hollywood Park 
meeting. He has not, however, completely 
ruled out the $100,000-added John B. 
Campbell Memorial Handicap at Bowie on 
April 7. The Campbell is expected to 
be the next start for Sailor, Nashua, Find, 
and Jet Action. 


KENTUCKY 


Ellis Provides for Track 
The will of the late James C. Ellis 


was probated in Daviess County Court, 
Owensboro, Ky., on March 8. The Ellis 
estate, estimated at more than $50 million, 
will be divided 3 ways. 

Lester Yaeger, a nephew of Ellis and 
general manager of James C. Ellis Park, 
will receive one-third of the estate, and 
another third will go to James Lang Ellis, 
another nephew. The remaining third 
will be divided among 3 nieces, Wannetta 
Payne Embry, Ida Hazel Greenwell, and 
Evelyn Payne Peters, and the children 
of James David Payne, a deceased nephew. 

Ellis requested in his will that Ellis 
Park be operated by his estate and asked 
that the court set aside a reserve fund 
of not less than $300,000 for maintenance 
and operation of the track. 

The will asked that all Ellis-owned 
horses be sold, with the money to go to 
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Yeager. who is to hold it in trust for the 
other nieces and nephews. Part of the 
Ellis racing stable was sold at Sunshine 
Park on March 12, and the remainder 
will be sold) at Oaklawn Park on 
March 28. 


CALIFORNIA 
If a Horse Has Speed. ... 


Los ANGELES. By way of wrapping up 
the Santa Anita Park meeting. a short add 
on one of the outstanding trainers of the 
California season seems to be very much 
in order. 

Turf writers, when voting for the best 
trainer of the meeting, had a wide selec- 
tion to chose from. Such men as Meshach 
Tenney. Charley Whittingham, Reggie 
Cornell. Hurst Philpot, and Bill Molter 
had contributed outstanding jobs. It was 
hard to make a choice. 

The writers finally settled on Tenney, 
because of his tremendous job in bring- 
ing Swaps back to winning form after a 
series of heart-breaking setbacks. But 
there were many who thought Molter 
richly deserved the honor. because under 
his training the sprinter of last summer 
had blossomed into the winter’s distance 
champion. That, of course. was Travis M. 
Kerr’s Bobby Brocato. 

What magic did Molter use? How do 
you convert a 6-furlong horse into one 
that will go a mile and 6 furlongs? 

Molter. of course. is much too modest 
to say that he brought about any special 
sort of miracle in Bobby Brocato. 

The story goes back to last June. when 
Kerr purchased the bay son of Natchez— 
Dorothy Brown from Joe W. Brown for 
$150.000. Bobby Brocato’s trainer at the 
time. J. B. Theall, felt that the horse would 
perform better on the light-cushioned, fast- 
er tracks that are prevalent in California. 
The first idea that Molter had that Bobby 
Brocato would go beyond 6 furlongs, and 
might like it extremely well. came at Del 
Mar less than 2 months after the horse 
began campaigning in California. That 
was in the Del Mar Handicap at 1,'; miles. 
and Arrogate managed to beat him a nose. 

“That race convinced me that Bobby 
Brocato would go on.” Molter said. “I 
knew that if he had done that well the 
first time he tackled a route. he would 
improve later on. From then on I decided 
never to sprint Bobby Brocato again.” 

Instead of short and fast works, Bobby 
Brocato’s morning routine was changed to 
include nothing but long and slow drills. 

“He had the speed,” Molter explained. 

_ “and that is what I love in a horse. You 
can do anything with a horse if he has 
speed. Any horse with speed will run all 
day if the early pace is right. and the pace 
in both the Santa Anita Handicap and the 
San Juan Capistrano was just perfect for 
him.”

Bobby Brocato has an odd style of run- 
ning with his head straight up in the air. 
He holds his head so high, in fact, that 
George Taniguchi. his regular rider, finds 
himself cramped for room when he bends 
down low over Bobby Brocato’s back. 
Molter believes that a sprinter which runs 
with his head held high is inclined to go 
further than one that runs with his head 
down low. 


Although Bobby Brocato’s style is a 
little unconventional. his stride is as 
smooth as any you ever will see, and that. 
of course. is one of the reasons why he 
carries his speed so far and runs so effort- 
lessly. 


Trainer-Diplomat 


During his years of training. Molter has 
developed some excellent horses—On 
Trust. Determine. Solidarity, High Resolve. 
and now Bobby Brocato. All possessed a 
certain spark that set them apart from most 
horses. Yet. publicly Molter never has 
compared them. and never will. This 
reporter has talked to Bill many times 
after he has won an important stakes race. 
and the answer is always the same: “This 
is one of the greatest horses I’ve ever train- 
ed, and he might even be the best.” If 
you push the point and ask Molter if this 
was the best race the horse ever had run. 
he will answer. “This was one of his best 
races.” 

I don’t think you can be much more 
politic than this, and Bill talks like that. 


and San Juan Capistrano Handicaps. 


of course, to spare any hurt feelings. After 
all, Molter maintains a public stable, and 
it never would do to compare the horse of 
one boss to a horse owned by another boss. 

Molter. who is 45, was born in Fred- 
ericksburg. Texas. As a youngster, he rode 
around the bush tracks in the Southwest. 
then found his way to Agua Caliente, where 
he was contract rider for the late Jack 
Atkin. 

As a jockey, Molter was good and steady 
—hbut hardly brilliant. In 1937, he retired 
to train a division of Atkin’s stable, and 
from the start Bill was a better trainer 
than jockey. 

When Atkin died a couple of years later, 
Molter formed a partnership. and was 
successful in buying much of the stock that 
was offered for sale. He and his partners 
campaigned under the name of the Edge- 
mont Stable. That was his start. and since 
then Bill has managed each year to have 
one of the most successful public stables 
in California. 


When Ready, Run 


He is popular with racing secretaries at 
every track, because, once his horses are 
ready. Molter does not believe in keeping 
them in the barn. Bobby Brocato. for 
example, started 7 times during the Santa 
Anita meeting to earn $211,125. an_ all- 
time record for a horse in a single season 
at Arcadia. 

Molter’s willingness to run was pretty 
well illustrated the week before the Santa 
Anita Handicap. A race came along—the 
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Los Angeles County Fair Handicap—in 
which everyone knew that Swaps would 
be entered. 

“Bobby Brocato has to work anyway,” 
Molter said. “so we might as well get 
paid for it.” Bobby got $3.000 for finish- 
ing second, but the point is that without 
him in there to oppose Swaps. it would 
have been no race at all. 

A few days after winning the Santa 
Anita Handicap. Bobby Brocato looked so 
wonderful to Molter that Bill felt the horse 
should race once more before the season 
closed. “As long as he’s going to run 
again. let’s shoot for the moon and go 
after the San Juan Capistrano.” gracious 
Mrs. Kerr suggested. 

They did, and Bobby Brocato not only 
earned another $68.900. but more prestige 
for himself. his owners. and his trainer 
than he had collected in all his previous 
races put together. Rosert HEBERT 


NEW YORK 
N. Y. Stakes, Distribution 


Stakes for the months of July and Aug- 
ust have been announced by the Greater 
New York Association, completing the 
schedule for the first 5 months of racing 
in New York this year. The 23 stakes. to 
be divided between a 24-day meeting at 
Jamaica in July and a 24-day meeting at 
Saratoga in August, will be worth 
$595.000. 

By the end of the Saratoga meeting 
the Greater New York Association will 
have offered 54 stakes worth $1.520.000 in 
132 days of racing. Last year the 4 private 
New York associations offered 64 stakes 
worth $1.515.000 in 128 days through the 
Saratoga meeting. In announcing its lat- 
est stakes programs. the GNYA_ said_ it 
planned to provide “a similar total in 
both stakes and every-day distribution to 
horsemen as in 1955, though not neces- 
sarily in an identical manner.” 

The Jamaica meeting will be highlighted 
by the $50.000 Brooklyn Handicap and 
the $40.000 Dwyer Stakes, both formerly 
tun at the Aqueduct summer meeting. 
The Brooklyn and the Dwyer will be run 
at 1,%, miles this year. Both races had 
been at 114 miles. but the shape of Ja- 
maica’s track would require 114-mile races 
to be started on a turn. For the first time. 
the Dwyer will be run under handicap 
conditions. 

Saratoga’s program is topped by the 
$50.000 Saratoga Handicap. the $40,000 
Whitney Stakes and the $40,000 Travers 
Stakes. The $30,000 Hopeful Stakes, an

Snows Cripple Racing 


Severe snowstorms the week of March 
13-20 rearranged the racing schedules of 
Lincotn Downs at Providence, R. I.. and 
Bowie race track in Maryland. Bowie 
lost only one day of racing, March 19, 
but Lincoln Downs by mid-week had lost 
8 days and may lose more. 

Lincoln Downs’ troubles began on the 
night of March 13. when a snowstorm 
covered most of the New England states. 
Racing was canceled on March 14, then 
resumed on March 15, when the weather 
improved. Another storm hit the track on 
the morning of March 16, and B. A. Dario. 
Lincoln Downs president, announced that 
the card for that day would be held on 
Saturday, March 17, but the snow contin- 
ued and the March 17 program was post- 
poned until March 19. 

On March 18. Dario said that the Lin- 
coln Downs track surface needed so much 
work that it would not be possible to re- 
sume racing until March 21. One dav 
later the situation had worsened again, 
and the reopening was postponed to 
March 24. 

Lincoln Downs opened a 60-day meeting 
on March 3, the earliest opening date in 
the history of New England racing. 

Dario said that the 1957 opening date 
in New England should not be earlier 
than March 25, and that the last meeting 
in the fall should close by November 20. 
Such a schedule would lop about 30 days 
from the present New England schedule.

McCarthy Buys Panaslipper 


Neil McCarthy announced in California 
last week that he had bought the Irish 
Derby winner Panaslipper from the Irish 
National Stud. The price was not dis- 
closed. 

The attorney said he hoped to import 
the 4-year-old colt in about 10 days. He 
thought he would leave him in the East 
for racing, then would syndicate him for 
stud service. 

Panaslipper, by Solar Slipper—Pana- 
strid, by Panorama, was bred in Ireland 
by Joseph McGrath. At 2 he won the 5- 
furlong Leopardstown Produce Stakes and 
the 6-furlong National Produce Stakes. and 
at year’s end he was given 134 pounds in 
the Irish Free Handicap. Ahead of him 
in the handicap were Hugh Lupus and 
Flying Story, 142 pounds each, and Pan- 
alley, 135 pounds. 

Panaslipper started his 3-year-old cam- 
paign by running unplaced in the Irish 
2,000 Guineas, then shipped to England 
for the English Derby. In the Derby he 
took command in the stretch. but was 


beaten a length and a half by Phil Drake’s 
gallant finish. Panaslipper then was re- 
turned to Ireland, where he won the Irish 
Derby and shortly thereafter was pur- 
chased by the Irish National Stud. The 
price was said to be $140,000. 

His new owners returned Panaslipper

to England for the Scarbrough Stakes at 
Doncaster, and the colt lost by a head to 
Tip the Bottle. His next start produced 
a victory in the Champion Stakes at New- 
market. In November the colt was sent 
to the U. S. for the Washington, D. C. 
International. and after his fourth-place 
finish Neil McCarthy revealed that he 
recently had tried to buy the horse for 
$200,000 and had been refused. 

In the 1955 English Free Handicap, 
Panaslipper was given 130 pounds, even 
with Acropolis and second to Meld’s 133 
pounds. 


Nutrition Research 


Two new research projects were dis- 
cussed at a “horse breeder’s conference” 
held March 6 by the New Jersey Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association at Rutgers 
University. New Brunswick, N. J. 

One of the projects. on pasture care. is 
being conducted by the Farm Crops De- 


partment of Rutgers’ Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station. The purposes of the 
study: 


1. To determine which grasses and 
legumes are appropriate for equine graz- 
ing. 

2. To determine the proportion of 
protein, fiber, and other elements present 
in each grass in various stages of growth. 


This photograph was made in November,

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3. To discover the proportion of soil 
chemicals which each grass requires in 
relationship to the amount of nutrition the 
horse can obtain from the plant. 


4. To determine the best plantings of 
various combinations of grasses and le- 
gumes for different types of soil, how the 
seed is best planted and fertilized, and at 
what stages of growth mowing should be 
carried out. 


The second project, under the direction 
of Dr. V. R. Kaschula, of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Pathology, is concerned 
with the gathering of data on the develop- 
ment of Thoroughbred foals. This year 8 
veterinarians in different areas will exam- 
ine regularly 3 Thoroughbred foals. Data 
on every phase of development, including 
bone texture and growth, will be kept 
from birth until the time the 24 foals get 
to the races. Data will be collected at the 
tracks if possible. Records also will be 
kept on the feeding program and farm 
management practices on each farm con- 
cerned in the project.

In the last 3 months of the 1955 eastern racing 
season, Sailor proved himself one of the year’s 
best 3-year-olds, winning the Pimlico Special and 
the Roamer and Fall Highweight Handicaps and 
finishing second in the Benjamin Franklin Handi- 
cap. He was ass gned 121 pounds in the Blood- 
Horse Handicap. 9 pounds below Nashua. 

The Gulfstream race was Sailor’s third start this 
year. His first was the 1%4-mile Santa Anita 
Maturity, in which he pressed the pace for a mile. 
then tired to finish fourth. He was returned to 
Florida for his splend’d effort in’ the Widener.

CONDITION BOOKS 


Overnight Increases 


The Blood-Horse at regular intervals 
since last December has presented data 
on condition books. The results of a look 
at Santa Anita Park’s book for each of 
its last 2 meetings are given below. 

The opportunities for the different age 
groups in 1955-56 were almost the same 
as for the previous year. Three-year-olds 
had a one per cent increase in opportuni- 
ties at the expense of older horses. 

An increase of almost 5 per cent in over- 
night races (allowances and handicaps) 
was made over the 1954-55 meeting. put- 
ting Santa Anita Park with Belmont Park 
and Keeneland as the only tracks studied 
to date which devoted over 30 per cent 
of their programs to overnight races, other 
than stakes and maiden races. The in- 
crease was made at the expense of the 
claiming horse. 

Races for fillies and mares of all ages 
were up almost 3 per cent. Only Belmont 
Park and Jamaica devoted a larger per 
cent of their programs to fillies and 
mares. 

Santa Anita also was second to the 2 
New York tracks in the quality of its dis- 
tance racing. Nine of the 22 races at 
longer than 9 furlongs were stakes races. 
Fourteen of the 22 events were run over 
Santa Anita’s grass course.

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DISTANCE AVERAGES of SIRES 


A Breed Gone to S(p)eed 


The Blood-Horse assembled 11 years of 
data (1931-41) before it discontinued the 
presentation of statistics showing the aver- 
age distance of races won by the get of 
sires represented in American racing. The 
discontinuation was owing to the wartime 
shortage of help. The failure to resume 
the compilation after the war probably 
was owing, not only to pressure of other 
work, but also to the conviction that. in 
American racing. the differences between 
“sires of sprinters” and “sires of stayers” 
were too small to allow much discrimina- 
tion, and that American race tracks had 
no constructive interest in what was 
happening to the breed. 

These conditions still prevail. It is 
difficult to find time for assembling such 
data. When assembled. the figures show 
only the almost negligible differences in 
the distances of American races. They

show that American race tracks, as a 
group. have disavowed nearly all respon- 
sibility for the improvement of the breed 
of the Thoroughbred, and that, as a con- 
sequence. the stallions and broodmares 
capable of producing horses with genuine 
stamina are at a worse disadvantage than 
ever before. 


The destructive trend pointed out more 
than 2 decades ago has been accelerated 
in recent years. In the last 2 years only 
1.3 per cent of American sires were repre- 
sented by offspring whose average win- 
ning distance was as much as 1; miles, 
as compared with 2.5 per cent at the end 
of the ll-year period closing with 1941. 
At the other end of the scale. the percent- 
age of sires with average winning distances 
of less than 614 furlongs has more than 
doubled, rising from 9.25 per cent to 
21.9 per cent. The average distance of 
North American flat races for horses more 


The contrast between North Ameri- 
can and British-Irish racing is indicat- 
ed by the graph. The peaked line at 
the left shows the distribution of North 
American sires according to the aver- 
age distance of the races won by their 
progeny: the shaded portion shows the 
corresponding distribution for sires 
represented in British-Irish racing. The 
average for the American races won 
by offspring of sires represented in the 
graph was 6.98 furlongs: for the 
English-Irish races, 9.59 furlongs. 

Distance in furlongs is shown along 
the bottom of the graph. The highest 
concentration of American sires (21.7 
per cent) is in the interval whose upper 
limit is 6.9 furlongs, a trifle below the 
average of the races included; the 
highest peak on the British-Irish graph 
shows 6.6 per cent of sires between 
10.0 and 10.2 furlongs. Nearly two- 
thirds of the British-Irish sires have 
averages above the American maximum.

American and British Standards 


Comparison with similar data for 
British-Irish racing, as given in the Blood- 
stock Breeders’ Review, suggests that the 
standards for selecting breeding stock for 
Quarter Horses and Thoroughbreds in 
North America are only slightly more 
different than the standards for selecting 
Thoroughbred stock in North America and 
in Great Britain and Ireland. 

At the end of 1954 the percentage of 
English-Irish sires with distance averages 
of less than 8.10 furlongs was 18.94; 
among North American sires. 96.39 per 
cent had averages below this level. In 
North America about 18 per cent of sires 
had averages of 714 furlongs or more: in 
Great Britain and Ireland about 18 per 
cent had averages of 14% miles or more. 

Even in England the trend away from 
adequate testing of stamina has caused 
alarm, and the structure of British-Irish 
breeding has required repeated fortifica- 
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tion by importations from France and 
Italy. But North American racing, though 
it is supported by the strongest economy 
in the world. exercises the most deleter- 
ious influence on the breed. If the record 
of previous experience is approximated, 
the influence of the great imported sires 
of today will be overwhelmed, within 2 or 
3 generations. by the influence of the great 
imported sires of tomorrow. 


The Blight on American Stayers 


It is likely that the best American stay- 
ers of any year are approximately as good 
as the best stayers of other countries in 
the same year. The blight is put upon 
their offspring by the racing secretary 
who considers 1;'; miles a “route.” and 
by the race track executive who holds that 
the best thing to do with $100.000 is to add 
it to a race of 8 or 9 furlongs. The aver- 
ages reported here are more a reflection 
of the world’s worst condition books— 
worst in point of selecting breeding stock 
—than of the potential of the sires in- 
volved. Nevertheless they may prove use- 
ful to breeders seeking either precocity 
or stamina. as these terms are defined in 
the U.S. 

A range of one furlong is enough to 
account for 60 per cent of North American 
sires today: the average distances for this 
majority are concentrated between 614 
and 71% furlongs, not including the upper 


figure. About 22 per cent have averages 
of less than 614 furlongs, and about 18 
per cent have averages of 714 furlongs or 
more. The upper and lower extremes 
may have some usefulness for purposes of 
prediction. 

The accompanying list includes all sires 
which had as many as 5 winners in North 
America in 1955, including 2-year-olds— 
but the 2-year-olds are not included in 
the data given, thus a few sires are shown 
with less than 5 winners 3 years old or 
older. 

The first column shows the total number 
of winners above the age of 2 in 1955; 
the second column, the number of winners 
at 7 furlongs or less; the third column. the 
number of winners at 1144 miles or more. 
The second and third columns are not 
mutually exclusive. In the case of *Easton, 
for instance, all of his 11 winners won at 
the shorter distances, and 3 of them also 
won at 9 furlongs or more. Market Wise, 
one of the best American “distance” sires. 
had 26 winners. only 7 of which won at 
7 furlongs or less. and 8 at 114% miles or 
more. The other 11. not accounted for 
except in the total, did all their winning 
at the intermediate distances—more than 
7 furlongs. less than 9 furlongs. Doublrab. 
though he had no winners at the longer 
distances. had a fairly high average be- 
cause of numerous intermediate victories. 

While the first 3 columns give data for 
1955 only. the average winning distance, 


as shown in the last column, covers 2 
years of racing. 1954 and 1955. The 
cumulative earnings index, given im- 
mediately after the name of the sire, in- 
cludes racing through 1954. 

The dagger (+) preceding the name of 
a sire indicates that in 1955 his oldest 
runners were 3-year-olds. The average 
distances for horses so marked include 
only 1955 racing. of course.

I am going to relate to you my own 
experience in raising three such foals. 

About 14 years ago Jolly Pronto (a 
Standardbred). at that time 21 years old. 
foaled a colt by Spencer 1:5934. At her 
advanced age the mare became paralyzed 
and the resulting foal, a bay colt, never 
did get to nurse its mother. The old mare 
had to be destroyed. I hand-raised this 
foal on Pet milk (diluted half-and-half 
with cow’s milk), raw eggs beaten up in 
the milk, two tablespoons of Karo syrup, 
and two ounces of lime water at a feeding. 

We fed this little fellow about a pint at 
a time four times a day and four times 
during the night. This mixture was made 
lukewarm for each feeding for the first 
five or six weeks, and then we started 
feeding him Quaker Oats—dampened a 
little with milk—in addition to the liquid 
formula. 


Jolly Pronto, the dam of this foal I raised 
by hand, is the maternal granddam of 
Pronto Don 1:5924. who won almost $340.- 
000 over the Grand Circuit during his 
racing career to win more money than any 
harness horse in history. He was bred by 
the late W. R. Hayes. of this city. and is 
now living the life of Riley in retirement 
at Hayes Fair Acres Farm here. 

It is my sincere hope that Nashua does 
good for Mr. Combs and the other gentle- 
men in the syndicate that owns him. 
Personally, I think Nashua is one of the 
greatest of the all-time greats. 

Probably the only fellow who ever 
offered more for a horse (and didn’t get 
one) was Richard III, who said, “A horse! 
A horse! My kingdom for a horse!”

Foundation, one of the sponsors of a week 
of charity racing at Detroit Race Course 
in July, 1955, last week gave $13.000 to 
the College of Veterinary Medicine at 
Michigan State University, East Lansing.

HIGHFLYER, b. 1774-1 


793, by Herod out of Rachel, by Blank 


The most oustanding son of Herod, in a day when sons of 
Herod and Eclipse virtually had no one to beat but each other, 
was the brilliant Highflyer never beaten, never paid 
forfeit ... and upon retirement from the race course, a sire 
of the first rank. 

He was named at a dinner party givn by his breeder, Sir 
Charles Bunbury, and attended by Lord Bolingbroke and 
Charles Fox; the name ostensibly came from the fact that 
his foaling paddock was surrounded by high-flyer walnut 
trees. 

Highflyer was purchased as a yearling by Lord Bolingbroke, 
under whose name he won his first start, Oct. 14, 1777, at 
Newmarket; the following year, although still owned by 
Lord Bolingbroke, Highflyer ran under the name of Mr. 
Compton, winning six races; in 1779, he won his first two 
starts for Mr. Compton and on March 29, was sold to Mr. 
Richard Tattersall for 2,500 gs. Under the latter’s name, 
Highflyer walked over twice, won a 4-mile match, and took 
both heats in his final race, closing out his unbeaten turf 
career with 13 victories and some 9,000 gs. to his credit. 
Several years later considerable controversy arose as to High- 
flyer’s unbeaten record, iconoclasts pointing to the 1777 Rac- 
ing a pene ie Index which listed Highflyer as being entered 
three times, the first two as Lord Bolingbroke’s Herod Colt 
paying forfeit once and running third to Quicksilver once. 
The matter was subsequently corrected by the austere Mr. 
Weatherby in his first volume of the General Stud Book in 
1793 

“Highflyer never paid forfeit, and was never beaten. The 


author is induced to deviate thus far from his general plan, 
at the request of an old sportsman (probably Mr. Tattersall), 
from whom he learns that many bets have been made on 
this fact, owing to an error in the Index to the Racing 
Calendar of 1777, wherein Highflyer is confounded with a 
colt of the same age, got by Herod out of Marotte.” 


This was corroborated by the son of Highflyer’s trainer, 
the honorable Mr. Robson, who submitted his father’s trial 
book as evidence that the great horse had never met defeat. 


The purchase of Highflyer was said to have laid the founda- 
tion for Mr. Tattersall’s great fortune, and indeed, he named 
his large estate Highflyer Hall. In addition to the annual 
1,200 to 1,500 gs. gleaned from stud fees (Highflyer stood 
for 50 gs. in 1892, an amount previously commanded only by 
the great Eclipse), Mr. Tattersall collected an incalculable 
amount from the sale of Highflyer’s yearlings which were 
much in demand. A condition for the July Stakes, instituted 
in 1786, was a singular proviso that horses by Eclipse 
and Highflyer were to carry three pounds extra. 

Highflyer’s first foals appeared in 1783. His Omphale won 
the St. Leger in 1784 and his Cowslip, Spadille, and Young 
Flora won three of the next four runnings. His son Noble 
brought off the Derby in 1786, followed in the next three 
years by Skyscraper and Sir Peter Teazle, Highflyer’s most 
distinguished son. From 1783-1801, Highflyer sent out 470 
winners of 170,407 gs. His name in tail-male line lasted 
for little more than a century, but through his daughter 
Grey Highflyer, ancestress of St. Simon, it may be found 
in the middle of many pedigrees today.
